Storing Potatoes 


Pilng In Heaps In the Cellar Should 
Be Avoided 

Great losses occur every year from 
the careless storage of wet potatoes 
}in éomparatively warm and_ poorly 
ventilated cellars, piling them in great 
hems and generally furnishing ideal 
conditions for the development of dis- 
ease. The proper methods of storing 
are concisely detaiféd in a pamphlet 
on the “Digging and Storing of Pota- 
toes,” distributed by the Publications 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa, Potatoes, according to the 
pamphlet, should be stored while dry | 
in a cool, well-ventilated cellar which | 
is perfectiy dark. Good ventilation is 
of prime importance. If the cellar is | 
not provided with a good system of 
ventilation, every effort should be! 
made to have as free air circulation 
}about the potatoes as possible, In- 
stead of piling the potatoes against 
the wall or on the floor, slats should 
be nailed a little apart about six inch- 
cs or more from the wall. This will 
sive a circulation of air behind the 
pile. A temporary floor should be put | 
down about six inches above the per- 
manent floor,, with cracks between | 
the boards. The temperature cf the: 
cellar or storehouse shou'd be kept as 
j near 83 to 35 degrees Farh. as possi-| 
ble. The cooler potatoes

‘The World’s _ 
Largest Clocks 


One In New Jersey Heads List With 
Dial Spread Of Thirty-Eight 
Feet 

Americans, particularly New York- 
ers, are greatly aided in their daily 
joust with time by many large clocks. 

Two of the world’s largest aro in 
the New-York metropolitan district. 
These, together with some half-dozen 
other big ones, are a constant help 
jto the ever-rushing Now Yorker. 

The world’s largest clock is in Jer- 
sey City. It is on the Colgate Building, 
and named after the concern which 
| operates it. This famous clock fuces 
New York City, and can be clearly 
discerned for quite a distance along 
the New York side of the Hudson Riv- 
jer. This gigantic timepiece weighs six 
tons. It has a dial spread of thirty- 
eight feet. The minute hand is nearly 
twenty feet long. 

The usefulness of this clock Is not 
only confined to daylight. At night 
the numbers on the dial are illumin- 
ated by brilliant red electric lights. 
;The hands are outlined in white 
jlights. This lighting greatly length- 
jens the distance of visibillty of the

jits world-famous “Big Ben.” Big Ben 
has been constantly serving London

Big Ben’s deviations 
from exactness are limited to very 
small fractions of a second over quite 
}a Jong period, 

Berlin also has an entry in the 
large clock class. While this one is 
not so large, it is more useful in somo 
ways than any other in the world. It 
carries the correct time for twelve of 
the world’s largest cities. One, looking 
at it, the correct time for 
Berlin, Buenos Aires, New 
York, Tokio and Syd- 
ney.
